Tean- 
wiee it is a bit early to tell who will get second to USC in the NCAA 
weet, but Oklahome A&M looks like a good bet right now. Nobody figures 
to stop the Trojene from garnering their seventh straight title, at 
least eat this juncture. 


DUAL MEETS 


USC etill leads in thie department having dispatched Occidentel by 
79 2/3 to 56 1/3 end then chalking up e record 107 1/4-23 3/4 over the 
Californie Bears.

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Boston Marathon Record 


Boston, April 19— Hideo Hamamura of Japan won the 
fastest mass marathon of all time, covering the 26 miles, 
365 yards of the 59th annual Boston AA Marathon in a record 
2:18:22. Running in rain but almost no wind, Hamamura took 
29 seconds off the wind-blown course record set by his 
countryman, Yamada, in 1953. 

Behind Hamamura, the great internationalists and 
two promising Americans recorded the fastest place times 
from fourth through eleventh ever timed in this historic 
race. Only 2d and 3d places today failed by seconds to 
match the wind-blown times of 1953. 

1, HIDEO HAMAMURA, Japan 2:18:22 

“year-old, 5'3", 128 pound civil servant did 
not expect to win. He had been 6th in the 1953 BAA 
run with an unimpressive wind-blown 2:32:50. He 
won the Japanese marathon in 1953 and 1954 and had 
a best time of 2:27 before today. His mistake in 
1953 taught him not to start too fast, and today he 
was 15th, 600 yards back at 6 miles. At ten miles 
he was llth, 400 yards back. At 13 miles he was 
10th, only 300 yards behind a record-breaking pace. 
"Once I got by the halfway mark," he said, "I felt 
like I could run all day. That is when I got the 
feeling I was going to be tough to beat." In the 
next five miles he caught Gorno, passing him as 
they went into the hills. At 21 miles, he was 3d, 
only 75 yards behind the leaders. "When we came 
down to the bottom of the last hill there were only 
two runners infront of me. I could see they were 
laboring and didn't have much left. I knew too 
that I had plenty left and could overtake them any 
time I wanted. But I bided my time and ran behind 
them for a mile or so before I finally decided to 
to all out. I think I went by them with about 4 
miles to go. 

2, EINO PULKKINEN, Finland 
Pulkkinen, a little-known, 29-year-old Finnish 
woodsman, said this was the best race he ever ran. 
He was 4th at 6 miles, very close to the leaders, 
and moved to 3d after ten miles when early leader 
Bill Welch dropped back. After 13 miles, Fulkkin- 
en passed Charley Robbins, but lost 200 yards on 
the leader, Nick Costes. Pulkkinen ran alongside 
Jansson for awhile and they talked several times, 
agreeing that "Gorno is the one to look out for. 
That Costes will come back to us." Over the hills 
Pulkkinen pulled away from Jansson and caught Cos- 
tes, but could not pass for a mile or more. Then, 
suddenly, Hamamura flashed past them both. 
Pulkkinen put up a game fight, collapsing over 
the finish line to record the 4th fastest time in 
the history of this race. 

3, NICK COSTES, Natick, Mass. 2:19:57 
Costes thinks he proved something to old-school 
marathoners, believers in long, slow training 
methods, who had ridiculed his interval running. 
Costes, a 28-year-old grade-school teacher in 
Natick, 9.8 miles from the start of this race, 
trained according to Josy Barthel's methods, 
running 18 miles a day, in two sessions, doing 
50 x 220 at 34 or 20 x 220 at 30, or 350 x 440 or 
20 x 880. Running in his third marathon race (he 
was a surprising 9th last year, then ran a close 
second in the AAU marathon), Costes pushed the 
pace after the halfway mark, building up a 200 
yard lead over Pulkkinen at one point. He led 
for more than a mile past txe hills, and at 
21 miles he was only 16 seconds behind Yamada's 
record pace of 1953. Costes took almost 
seven minutes off the previous fastest time by 
an American, surprising even himself. "I can't 

4, PAAVO KOTILA, Finland 2:20:16 
Another little-known Finn, Kotila moved up to 4th 
at 17 miles, was passed by Gorno and Jansson over 
the hills, but recovered to pass them on the 
level and hold off Gorno by 12 seconds. 

5, REINALDO GORNO, Argentina 2:20:28 
Gorno, the most feared of all active marathoners, 
received a surprise in this race. Second to Zat- 
opek in the Olympics and winner over Karvonen in 
the big Japanese marathon, Gorno was everyone's 
choice to win. He ran 5th or 6th for the entire 
distance. 

6, GUSTAF JANSSON, Sweden 23:21:40 
Bronze medal winner at Helsinki behind Zatopek and 
Gorno, this was the 6-foot Swede's first American 
race. The handsome farmer was ahead of Gorno until 
the last three miles, where he faded.

(P.S. America's ten 
fastest so far this year have averaged 4:10.0). 

SPEAKING OF MILERS, and there's nothing much I'd 
rather talkabout, my and Olympic predictions have 
been knocked slightly cockeyed by Bobby Seaman's recent 
declaration that his race is the mile, and not the 880. 

I have already had enough trouble choosing between Ferguson 
and Dellinger in the NCAA without this added confusion. I 
don't know a yet to choose, and so I'll await further 
developments. n the meantime, USC coach Jess Mortensen 
says his miler, Sid Wing, will run 4:05. And there is 
always Moule, Breckenridge, and Squires. 

MY PREDICTIONS have also been disputed by Dr. Sol 
Berman of Elizabeth, NJ. He claims Milt Campbell will beat 
Rafer Johnson in the decathlon, will win the NCAA high 
hurdles, and possibly the lows.... You could be right, Doc, 
but I can't pick a man with a bad leg. 

MORE PREDICTIONS: While I'm at it, I'd like to 
mention t expec oO see a new world record in the 
broad jump in this year's AAU meet. 

TEXAS SPRINTERS, with their 9.2, 9.3, and 9.48 
this year, have nothing on Rod Richard. He found a faster 
course, in Jamaica, which not only had wind behind him but 
was downhill. He ran 100 meters in 9.9. 

AMAZING TRIPLE: Bruce Hescock, fine Boston U. 
vaulter an umper, recently threw the 35 pound

GEOGRAPHY LESSON: The San Joaquin Valley, south 
half of California's central valley which is the richest 
agricultural area in the world, can also grow althletes.
